Up Grazing Plan for More Prolit

money, and livestoekmen are 
businessmen.

grazing 
plans 


appeal 
to 
stockmen, 
said 
Gary A. Ratio, 
Work Unit 
Conservationist with tho Sod 
Conservation Service in Stam ­ 
ford. 
A grazing plan is a schedule 
which shows the number of 
animals to be grazed on each 
field or pasture during each 
month of tho year. 
“Most 
successful 
grazing 
plans," said Baile, “are built 
around an inventory of the 
type of feeds that are expected 
to bt 
available during each 
season of the year." Livestock 
numbers can then be adjusted 
accordingly. 


Besides providing a balance 
between livestock 
numbers 
and available forage, a graz­ 
ing plan usually includes pro­ 
visions for liny and othei feeds 
to 
be 
kept 
on 
hand 
for 


em ergency use. It also sh o w s 
what 
the stockman 
intends 
to do 
during 
times of ex­ 
tremely dry weather. 


According 
to 
the SCS, 
a 
grazing plan can bo used to 
chow planned rest periods for 
certain pastures. 
“Stockmen should take ad­ 
vantage 
>f 
tho 
extrem ely 
favorable moisture conditions 
to plan rest periods for pas­ 


tures this year." said Batte. 
“This will allow 
grasses to 
improve in cover and vigor, 
and produce a good seed crop 
this fall”.
